MADISON, Wis., Nov. 17.— (Spe­ 
cial.)— Although the state hygienic 
laboratory officials had announced 
they would not begin the distribution 
to physicians of the state, of anti­ 
toxin vaccine for typhoid until De­ 
cember I, the cal) for the remedy 
has been so urgent in the last few 
weeks that the director, Dr. M. F. 
Ravenel, is already dispensing it. Up 
to the present time approximately 
125 cases have been treated with the 
state’s vaccine, which is furnished 
free to physicians. 
The first call for it came from the 
Madison General hospital. Then fol­ 
lowed the typhoid outbreak at the 
Green county asylum where over IOO 
patients were effectively vaccinated. 
Orders have been filled almo at Wa­ 
tertown, Rice Lake and La Crosse. 
“The use of anti-toxin vaccine has 
been very successful thus far,” said 
Dr. Ravenel today. “After vaccinat­ 
ing over IOO patients at .Monroe who 
had been exposed to typhoid, only 
two were taken ill; the others were 
rendered immune. In the cases of 
the two who became 
ill 
from the 
treatment, the symptoms and pro­ 
gress of the sickness were similar to 
those reported in like cases in the 
United States army service. Typhoid 
was so mild in those two cases that 
w’ere it not for a slightly higher tem­ 
perature than the normal it would 
not be known that the patients wrere 
suffering from this malady. Under

as typhoid fever at all.”

FOUND GOLD IN CALIFORNIA 


Pennsylvania Man W a s First to Dis­ 
cover Yellow Metal in Golden 
Gate State. 


"It 
Is 
not 
generally 
known,” 
said 
a 
mineralogist, 
“that 
the 
discoverer of gold In California was a 
Pennsylvanian and at one tim e a resi­ 
dent of California. This distinguished 
pioneer lies buried in th© poll of this 
state, almost forgotten. 
He was Gen. 
John A. Sutter, a SwT , who emi­ 
grated to Philadelphia in 1834 and be­ 
came a citizen of this common won it h. 
His grave is in the Mennonite bury­ 
ing grounds at Lititz, Lancaster coun­ 
ty, in which village he spent the last 
years of his life. 
General Sutter was 
born in 1803 in Baden, Germany, near 
the borders of Switzerlai I. 
Upon his 
arrival in this country he spent some 
tim e in this city, subsequently remov­ 
ing to the vicinity of Lititz, where, 
in the midst of relatives, he engaged 
in farming. 
Possessed of a roving 
nature, however, it was not long be­ 
fore he yearned to explore the great 
unknown land beyond the 
Rockies. 
After many privations 
he 
reached 
California some time In the early ’40s 
and staked a claim. It was in the fail 
of '48, after a heavy rain, that, at­ 
tracted by yellowish deposits in a 
amal! stream, he made his great dis­ 
covery of the precious metal. 
The 
news of his find spread rapidly, and 
the following spring the great rush 
from the east began. 
General Sutter 
amassed 
a 
considerable 
fortune 
through his gold diggings, but 
lost 
most of It through unfortunate specu­ 
lations. 
He returned to Pennsylvania 
In 1871 and spent his d e e d in g years 
In retirem ent, living on the pension 
of $250 a month voted him by the Cal­ 
ifornia legislature. 
He died June IS, 
1880. 
Two of his pallbearers were 
jG ens. John C. Fremont and Ambrose 
E. Burnside, who had been his friends 
in California— Philadelphia Press.

SHANGHAI, Nov. IT.— Denounc­ 
ing Yuan Shi Kai as a traitor to the 
« ause of freedom, leaders of the Chi­ 
nese revolution 
are pushing their 
plans for establishing 
a permanent 
republican government as quickly as 
possible. 
They say they believe the 
constitutional monarchial regime, of 
which Yuan 
accepted the premier­ 
ship yesterday, will fall to pieces it­ 
self. 
lf not, then intend to over­ 
throw it by force of arms. 
The vanguard of delegates to the 
revolutionary 
national 
convention 
called here are beginning to arrive 
today. 
Their plans include self-gov­ 
ernment for the 
provinces in local 
affairs, but central control by a gov­ 
ernment with headquarters probably 
at Nankin. Popular sentiment seems 
generally to favor 
a constitution 
modelled after 
that of the United 
States 
Municipal 
and 
provincial 
customs duties will be abolished. 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen wil probably be 
the first permanent president suc­ 
ceeding (Jenera! Ll Yuan.Hung, who 
holds the office provisionally now. 
Communication with Nankin 
is 
delayed, but desperate fighting 
be­ 
tween the revolutionists and Gener­ 
al Chang's Manchu force, in posses­ 
sion of the city, is believed to 
be
